Annual Budget Proposed 

The Griesbach Council last week introduced a proposed an¬ 
nual budget based on revenue and operating expenses over the past 
two years. Assuming these trends continue, there are minimum 
funds remaining for capital expenditures. An income statement 
of revenue and proposed expenses is published below. 

REVENUE 

The two main sources of revenue are from membership sub¬ 
scriptions and the MLS rebate from the community Snack Bar/Teen 
Centre. Currently, the subscriptions constitute 67% of the total 
available were every resident contributing to the association. The 
MLS rebate is dependent on the usage of the sundries and snack 
bar; and any reduction in business would adversely reflect this 
revenue. 

BOOK RENTAL 

The one item for the book rental programme is subject to 
variation, and a major change in the texts by the education de¬ 
partment would create serious financial burden on the Cnuncil. 

GRIESBACH BUGLE SELF-SUFFICIENT 

The Bugle, while sponsored by the community association, 
is considered to be self-supporting. However, Council is prepared 
to assist the Bugle by paying for space for advertisements of activ¬ 
ities sponsored by the Association. The majority of Bugle revenue 
comes from advertising and as a basic policy the paper must be 
self-sufficient. 

FUNDS LIMITED 

The amount of funds available for capital expenditures is 
extremely limited. If all residents were to contribute to the asso¬ 
ciation, the annual subscriptions would meet the normal operating 
expenses. Additional funds received from the MLS rebate, Com¬ 
munity Fair, Bingos and other fund-raising activities could be used 
towards capital improvements. 

SUBSCRIPTION MANDATORY? 

Council is considering that the annual subscription should be 
mandatory for all residents of Griesbach, or as an alternative that 
messes and Junior Ranks Clubs be assessed an equivalent amount 
for the community association.

EXAMINATION TIME 
ACAIN 

This is an anxious time of 
year for many of our children. 
Examinations to be written -— 
and for some it is the all im¬ 
portant final toward which they 
have been striving since kinder¬ 
garten. Upon this test of their 
knowledge hinge their hopes and 
ambitions (and ours) for the 
future.

This 
is no time for recriminations, but 
for understanding on your part. 
There should be a cooling off 
period so both of you can ad¬ 
just to this situation. Then a 
calm discussion between you, in 
which you make a real effort 
to listen as much as possible, 
could well help both you and 


the student to realize the cause 
of some of his difficulties, and 
so pave the way for a more 
successful school year to come 

STILL TIME TO 
REVIEW 

A last minute reminder for 
the students seems to be in 
order. There is still time for 
you to review the year's work 
and get ready for the battle-of- 
the-brains. It is good to practice 
working in high gear. I know 
some of you have found it easy 
to get by in a lower gear, and 
this may be fine in the junior 
grades. But High School is a 
time for making greater effort 
so you become used to putting 
out the best work of which you 
are capable. The parents of 
Griesbach are really proud of 
our young people — we feel 
there are no finer students in 
any community than we have 
right here. The varied life you 
live as an Army dependent pro¬ 
vides many advantages — as 
well as the disadvantages about 
which we hear so much.

In the Apostles' Creed, after 
professing our faith in the pas- 
sison, death and resurrection of 
Our Divine Lord, we say: "He 
ascended into Heaven." On the 
fortieth day after His resurrec¬ 
tion from the dead, Christ led 
His apostles outside the city of 
Jerusalem to Mount Olivet, and 
from there rose into the Hea¬ 
vens. We use the word ASCEN¬ 
SION for this event, rather than 
ASSUMPTION (as in the case 
of The Blessed Virgin) to indi¬ 
cate that by His own power, as 
true God, Christ went to Heaven. 
His tasks on earth were ended. 
He had made full satisfaction 
for the sins of men. He had 
taught them how to save their 
souls. He had established the 
Church, He had instituted the 
Sacraments, and so, the time 
had come for Him to enter into 
everlasting glory. 

The Creed goes on to say 
that in Heaven Our Lord "Sit- 
teth at the right hand of God, 
the Father Almighty". Of course, 
this is a figure of speech, for 
God the Father is a pure spirit, 
without a body; hence, we can¬ 
not speak literally of His "right 


| hand"; but this expression is 
taken from the custom among 
men of putting a guest of honor 
at the right hand of the host. 
Applied to Our Lord, it means 
that as man He has the highest 
place possible to a created nature 
in Heaven; for as God is equal 
to His Father. Since human 
nature could not receive a more 
exalted honor than it did by 
being united personally with the 
Son of God, Our Divine Saviour, 
as man, enjoys the highest post 
of dignity to the Holy Trinity 
in the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Although Our Lord is in hea¬ 
ven, yet He is still intrically uni¬ 
ted with us on earth. Through 
His sacred humanity is bestowed 
every grace that we receive in 
the course of our lives. Through 
His spirit He lives in the Church, 
communicating to the members 
the sspiritual strength they need 
to be loyal to Him. He abides 
in the Blessed Sacrament in the 
'tabernacle of every Catholic 
Church, listening to the prayers 
of all who come to visit Him, 
giving them courage and consol¬ 
ation irf the ardous battle of life. 
Thus, He has fulfilled the pro¬ 
mise He made before His ascen¬ 
sion that He would be with His 
faithful followers "all days even 
to the consummation of the 
world" (Matthew 28:20). 

Practical Application -—- The 
Ascension of Christ should re¬ 
mind us that we too are desined 
to be taken up into heaven, 
when life's brief day is ended. 
Then will be verified the pro¬ 
mise which Our Lord uttered in 
the Gospel read in the Ascen¬ 
sion Mass "I will see you again, 
and your heart shall rejoice, and 
your joy no one shall take from 
you."

The tim e has come for all outdoor cooking enthusiasts to 
dust off their barbecues and think about doing some outdoor 
cooking. 

In barbecue cooking, there is a difference between the cook¬ 
ing of red and white meat. Red meat demands a searing to seal 
in the juices and retain the flavour. On the other hand, white 
meats, because of the difference in tissues, do not need the sear¬ 
ing process, but do not require basting. 

Whether you are grilling or spit barbecuing, having the coals 
right is very important. A bed of glowing coals does the best job, 
so make sure you start the fire sufficiently in advance so that it 
will have burned down to coals when you start to cook. 

Before you start cooking tap the grey ash off the coals. Ash 
holds the heat back, and acts as an insulator. Remember the same 
as in all cooking, a little heat goes a long way. 

BEEF KABOBS 

Six to eight servings 

Beef round gets a leisurely drink in California Marinade. 
(Recipe below). 

Choose three pounds of lean beef round, cut into 2y 2 inch 
squares. Add beef squares to California Marinade, turning to coat. 
Refrigerate 24 hours to 36 hours to give marinade time to ten¬ 
derize beef; turn the beef occasionally. Fill skewers alternating 
meat squares with green pepper, mushrooms, cooked potatoes, or 
other kabob tidbits of your choice. Broil to rare or medium rare 
over hot coals, brushing frequently with melted butter or marga¬ 
rine. Use rotating skewers or turn often on grill. 

CALIFORNIA MARINADE 

Thoroughly combine 1 cup salad oil, % cup soy sauce, f 2 cup 
lemon juice, % cup worchestershire sauce, /\ cup prepared mus¬ 
tard, 2 tsp. salt, 1 tsp. black pepper, and 2 garlic cloves minced. 

HOT DOC KABOBS 

Yields Six Servings 

I lb. (8 - 10 frankfurters, cut in 1 inch slices) 

1 cup celery, cut in 1 inch slices 
1 cup onions, cut in 1 inch slices. 

1 cup green peppers cut in 1 inch squares 
1 recipe soy sauce marinade 
6 skewers. 

Soak the frankfurters and vegetables at room temperature for 
three hours, in the following soy sauce marinade. 

Combine: 

/ 2 cup soy sauce 1 tsp. thyme 

'/3 cup catsup Vi cup vinegar 

'/2 cup salad oil 1 tsp. prepared mustard 

Alternate the meat and vegetables on skewers, broil 5 minutes 
on each side, brushing occasionally with soy sauce marinade. 

SHASHLIC 

Yields Six Servings 

Two lbs. boneless lafb, cut into 2/ 2 inch squares. Quartered 
green peppers, quartered red peppers, onions cut into thirds, other 
favourites to suit yourself. Add lamb squares to marinade below 
and stir to coat. Let refrigerate overnight or stand at room tem¬ 
perature two or three hours, turning meat occasionally. Fill ske¬ 
wers, alternating meat cubes with vegetables. Broil over hot coals 
to medium rare, bushing frequently with melted butter or marga¬ 
rine. Use rotating skewers or turn often on grill. 

ARMENIAN HERB MARINADE 

Enough for 1 Y 2 to 2 lbs. of Meat 

Combine f 2 cup olive oil or salad oil, ',4 cup lemon juice, 
1 tsp. each of salt, marjoram and thyme, f 2 tsp. pepper, 1 clove 
garlic, minced, f 2 cup chopped onion, and Vi cup snipped parsley, 
use to marinatd lamb or chicken. Enough for 1 V 2 To 2 lbs. meat.
